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One of th e principal weakness­ 
es of Congress du ring th e past 
few y ears h as been th e disposi­ 
tion to “let th e President do it.” 
Th is h as been manifest in a 
great deal 
of th e 
legislation 
wh ich h as been passed in Wash ­ 
ington du ring th e past few y ears. 
Th e h abit was formed in th e ear­ 
ly day s of th e New Deal adminis­ 
tration wh en ex traordinary pow­ 
ers were giv en to th e ex ecu tiv e 
u nder th e pressu re of th e econo­ 
mic emergency . Times were bad, 
banks were toppling and th e 
cou ntry , inclu ding Congress, was 
frankly frigh tened. 
At th at time, wh en broad and 
u nu su al powers were giv en to th e 
ex ecu tiv e department, it was u n­ 
derstood th at th ese powers were 
being ex tended only temporarily 
and du ring th e period of th e war 
on th e depression. Bu t as th e 
y ears h av e rolled by , it h as be­ 
come ev ident th at th ere is a 
growing tendency to grant great 
and ev en legislativ e powers to 
th e ex ecu tiv e branch with ou t any 
th ou gh t of h av ing th is newly 
giv en au th ority term inate at any 
particu lar time. 
We h av e seen th is in ph ases of 
th e indu strial and agricu ltu ral 
relief program, in th e tariff 
bargaining act and in many oth ­ 
er way s. It is ev en noticeable in 
th e Su preme Cou rt bill now be­ 
fore Congress. Th is legislation, if 
passed, wou ld increase th e power 
of th e ex ecu tiv e to direct th e ju ­ 
dicial trend of th e nation. 
Th e neu trality law, recently 
passed, wh ich h as as its av owed 
pu rpose th e desire to keep th e 
United States ou t of Eu ropean 
wars, giv es th e President broad­ 
er powers th an ev er before h eld 
by a ch ief ex ecu tiv e, to deter­ 
mine ou r neu trality cou rse. 
Th e latest disposition to giv e 
more power to th e President 
comes in th e bu dget balancing 
program. Th ere h av e been de­ 
mands for a ten or a fifteen per 
cent cu t of th e appropriations. A 
compromise h as been proposed to 
cu t th e apropriations fifteen per 
cent and th en to giv e th e Presi­ 
dent th e au th ority to increase 
th e appropriation to th e fu ll 
amou nt later, if h e deems it nec­ 
essary . Here is anoth er case of 
passing th e bu ck to th e ch ief ex ­ 
ecu tiv e. If th e President is to de­ 
termine th e amou nt of money to 
be spent by th e v ariou s depart­ 
ments of th e federal gov ernment, 
wh y stop at a mere fifteen per 
cent? Wh y not v ote 100 per cent 
of th e money into h is h ands, and 
giv e Congress a ch ance to wash 
u p and go h ome? If we are to 
place th e money to ru n th e gov ­ 
ernm ent in escrow su bject to th e 
ju dgm ent of th e ex ecu tiv e de­ 
partm ent wh y limit th e amou nt 
to a mere fifteen per cent?

Wash ington, May 25 ( IP) — Th e 
adm inistration’s v ictoriou s rec­ 
ord at th is term of th e su preme 
cou rt, climax ed by th e social se­ 
cu rity decisions, generated new 
demands by opponents today for 
with drawal of th e Roosev elt ju ­ 
diciary reorganization bill. 
Senator Bu rke (D., Neb.), a 
leader of th e measu re’s foes, said 
th e v alidation of u nemploy ment 
insu rance and old age pensions 
“knocked th e last prop from u n­ 
der th e cou rt proposal.” 
Speaker Bankh ead (D., Ala.) 
and Senator Robinson (D., Ark.), 
th e majority leaders, contended 
on th e oth er h and th at th e se­ 
cu rity ru lings wou ld h av e little 
effect on th e cou rt dispu te. 
Nev erth eless many in th e cap­ 
ital forecast an ev entu al com­ 
promise, alth ou gh Mr. Roosev elt 
h as giv en no indication h e wou ld 
y ield.

planted 29 different v arieties of 
corn. Mr. K innett h as planted 
fou r 8 0-rod rows of each v ari­ 
ety , ev er fifth series being a 
ch eck plot of Reid’s Yellow Dent. 
Among th e local v arieties in­ 
clu ded in th is corn test plot are 
W. A. Alex ander’s Gold S tan­ 
dard, My ers’ Yellow Dent, Mrs.

Pittsbu rgh's Field clu b golf 
cou rse is capable of testing thor­ 
ou ghly the short iron game of 
professional golf brigadiers. 
The Most clu b to the P. G. A. 
has 2l par 7 2-cou rse some 6,65 0 
y ards long arranged for the max ­ 
imu m pleasu re of its members 
rather 
than 
for 
tou rnam ent 
trickery . 
Contenders in the P. G. A., re­ 
calling Oakmont’s treachery and 
the national open of 1935 , hav e 
pronou nced the Field clu b cou rse 
more satisfactory than that oth­ 
er Pittsbu rgh links. 
Shorter than Oakmont, the 
Field cou rse places little prem­ 
iu m on length off the tee and 
complements the golfer with a 
balanced game and a fine tou ch 
arou nd the greens. Most holes 
are constru cted along slendei* 
lines w ith natu ral hazards all 
abou t. Gu llies, bramble patches 
and woods spell trou ble a t many 
points. Bu t there is a clear trail 
to ev ery green for the carefu l 
driv er. Fairway s are trapped u s­ 
u ally abou t 210 y ards ou t to 
catch miscu ed tee shots, 
bu t 
these shou ld not bother pros. 
Fiv e 
fairway s hav e ou t of 
bou nds to the right and a few of 
the greens hav e a little dogleg. 
Yet the real test is in the second 
shots. 
All the greens are well trapped. 
Sqrne are elev ated with sharp 
drops of as mu ch as 10 feet in 
the rear. Many holes 
requ ire 
pitch shots to the greens. In cas­ 
es where the pin is not in the 
center, plenty of grief is ticketed. 
Greenskeeper John McNam­ 
ara asserted the cou rse was in 
fine shape for the P. G. A., bu t 
pointed ou t that fairway s hav e 
little roll a t this season. 
He called attention to another 
hazard pecu liar to the Field clu b 
—wind. 
Air cu rrents 
shifting 
throu gh the woods may change a 
No. 4 iron shot into a fu ll brassie 
in the short space of 15 minu tes.

letics, who dropped an 8 -6 v er­ 
dict to the Browns. 
Hu bbell, credited with the Gi­ 
ants’ 4-3 defeat of the National 
leagu e leading Pirates y esterday , 
thereby added the tw enty -third 
pearl to his u nbroken string of 
leagu e triu mphs. Bu t the master 
faltered towards the end, gav e 
u p eight of the Bu c’s ten hits in 
the last fou r innings and had to 
be rescu ed in the last of the 
ninth by Beefy Dick Coffman, 
who fanned Johnny Dickshot 
with two ou t and the bases load­ 
ed. 
Throu gh their v ictory , the Gi­ 
ants mov ed into a v irtu al tie 
with the second-place and idle 
Cardinals. 
The Yanks, m ean­ 
while, ou sted the A’s from the 
American .leagu e lead by batter­ 
ing the Indians into 14-0 su b­ 
mission.

For the fou rth day in su cces­ 
sion the Ru ppert Rifles gav e ev ­ 
idence they are no longer fool­ 
ing.

“If the cou rt bill were defeat­ 
ed,” said Representativ e Mav er­ 
ick (D., Tex .), who introdu ced it 
in the hou se, “the cou rt wou ld 
come back here in October and 
begin declaring ev ery thing u n­ 
constitu tional again.” 
He contended the fight ‘‘will 
nev er be won u ntil the cou rt ad­ 
mits the wisdom of legislation is 
none of its bu siness.” 
Ju stice Cardozo dwelt on that 
point in the m ajority opinion 
su staining federal pensions for 
the aged, an opinion accepted in 
the capital as a liberal constru c­ 
tion of the right of congress to 
legislate for the general welfare. 
Cardozo said the border of that 
au thority cou ld not be laid down 
in adv ance, bu t added there is a 
“middle grou nd or certainly a 
penu mbra where discretion is at 
large.” 
“The discretion is, howev er, 
not confined to the cou rts,” he 
emphasized. “The discretion be­ 
longs to congress, u nless the 
choice is clearly wrong, a display 
of arbitrary power, not an ex er­ 
cise of ju dgment.”

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YOUTH’S PRICELESS HERITAGE 
Stanley Baldwin’s remarkable v aledictory as 
Prime Minister of England, addressed p rimarily 
to the y outh of G reat Britain, could with in­ 
sp iration and great adv antage be read by the 
y oung p eop le of America and of ev ery other land. 
Unhap p ily , it will nev er see the light of day in 
Russia, Italy or Germany , where boy s and y oung 
men are ev en now being transform ed into dumb, 
driv en creatures of the State, the p itiable auto­ 
m atons of dictators. 
“We are p assing. You are the gov ernors of the 
future,” he said. “We v est in y ou the duty of- 
guarding and safeguarding what is worthy and 
worthwhile in our p ast, our heritage and our 
traditions. . . . And it will be for y ou to p rotect 
the democracies in whatev er form of emp ire y ou 
may liv e. They m ust be defended from without, 
and equally they hav e to be defended from with­ 
out, and equally they hav e to be defended from 
within. And it may well be th at y ou will hav e to 
sav e democracy from itself.” 
The estate which British y outh inherits, as 
described by Mr. Baldwin, is also the estate to 
which America’s y outh falls heir, but to an ev en 
greater degree. The beauty of the country side, 
the treasures of art and literature, the accumu­ 
lated moral and m aterial wealth, and the free­ 
dom, ordered freedom within the law, “with force 
in the background and not in the foreground,” 
are to be found here as bounteously as in Eng­ 
land. And, of course, the obligation and the 
necessity of safeguarding them ex ists. 
Fbr p roof th at tm s Heritage is in danger it is 
only necessary to look here and there on the Con­ 
tinent. Where the rule of the dictator is sup reme 
the meaning of liberty has been lost and dem­ 
ocracy is nothing more than a by word and a 
jest. ‘The fruits of the free sp irit of men do not 
grow in the garden of ty ranny ,” declares Mr. 
Baldwin, and his statem ent is a self-ev ident 
truth whcih finds substantiation in those do­ 
mains where Hitler, Mussolini and Stalin domin­ 
ate the scene and where y oung men are being 
p rep ared for sacrifice in defense of autocracy . 
Looking to these countries and observ ing the 
grim p rocesses which they hav e been so fortunate 
as to escap e, the y outh of free lands will realize 
more fully the ev ils they must guard against. 
Americans, remote from Europ ean contagions, 
are not menaced so intimately by the env elop ing 
ev ils^of Communism and Fascism. Nev ertheless, 
the obligation of v igilance in the p rotection of 
the heritage of democracy is one which must be 
fullfilled scrup ulously by the y outh of America. 


The American section of the Interna­ 
tional League of Av iators calls it “foolhardy .” The 
meteorologist who map p ed the weather for the 
Lindbergh flight, and ev ery im p ortant trans- 
Atlantic flight since then, has strongjy op p osed 
the race.

Since the 1936 election we hav e 
read a lot of editorial jokes to 
the effect th at Vermont and 
Maine no longer are a p art of 
the United States. We are begin­ 
ning to learn the real reason, so 
far as Vermont is concerned at 
least. 
According to Gov ernor Aiken 
of th at state, in March 1933, at 
the dep th of the dep ression, his 
commonwealth had a bonded 
debt of $8 ,218 ,000 and temp orary 
loans of $2,420,000. Four y ears 
later, M arch 1937, at the end of 
four y ears during which the na­ 
tional gov ernment had increased 
its bonded indebtedness about 
fifteen billions, and most states 
were modestly following suit, the 
bonded indebtedness of Vermont 
had been reduced to $7,8 57,0000 
and the temp orary loans to $1,- 
08 0,000. 
Any state which is so out of 
touch with federal p ractice that 
it actually reduces its indebted­ 
ness, surely ought not to be clas­ 
sified as p art of the United States 
so far as fiscal p olicy is con­ 
cerned, a t least. 
Of course there are states like 
Indiana which 
are p rev ented 
from issuing bonds because of 
constitutional 
inhibitions, 
but 
Vermont deserv es sp eqial credit 
because it has the bonding p riv ­ 
ilege but has not abused it. This 
fiscal record has been written in 
the face of difficulties, too. Most 
of the state’s forests hav e disap ­ 
p eared and its soil, nev er any too 
rich, is certainly little if any bet­ 
ter, while many of its industries 
hav e mov ed away , being attract­ 
ed by a cheap er labor m arket 
elsewhere. All of this has been 
met in addition to the ex igencies 
of the dep ression. But the p eop le 
of the country who read Ver­ 
m ont’s story are beginning to 
find th at it p ossesses qualities 
which make it a good p lace in 
which to liv e.

BY MAYOR FDI/EE 


Satu rday , May 29 , was desig ­ 
nated as Poppy Day in Ru shv ille 
by a p roclamation issu ed today 
by May or Charles Frazee. In the

May or 
Frazee 
called u pon all citizens to observ e 
the day by wearing memorial 
poppies in honor of the World 
War dead. The

As the poppy , 
which g rew on the battlefields 
where so many of them fell, has 
become their memorial flower, 
there cou ld be no more ap p ro­ 
p riate observ ance than a g eneral 
wearing of the poppy in their 
honor. 
“Therefore, I do hereby p ro­ 
claim Satu rday , May 29 , as Poppy 
Day in the city of Ru shv ille, and 
u rg e all citizens to show re­ 
membrance of the honor for the 
men of the city and of the na­ 
tion who g av e their liv es in 
World War serv ice by wearing 
poppies on that day .” 
Volu nteer work ers will distri­ 
bu te poppies throu g hou t the city 
Satu rday and receiv e contri­ 
bu tions for the welfare of the 
liv ing v ictims oT the war, the dis­ 
abled v eterans, the widows and 
fatherless children.
